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Carter wins— but just barely

elect Jimmy Carter’s long, once-solitary 
journey from Plains, Ga., will carry him 
to the White House in January with a vic­ 
tory

Democratic party coalition of the Old 
South and industrial North 
Carter was declared the victor over 
president Gerald Ford early today when 
his electoral vote total reached 272, two 
more than the 270 needed for election 
Wisconsin and Mississippi were the 
states that established the Democratic 
candidate’s majority in The Associated 
Press tabulation 


Three states — Oregon and Maine, 
where Ford held a slim lead, and Ohio, 
where Carter was ahead — remained too 
close to call If Ford were to carry all 
three, Carter’s victory margin would re­ 
main just two electoral votes. 
The lead in California passed back and 
forth through the night with Ford finally 
declared the winner near daybreak 


Returning to Plains from his election 
headquarters in Atlanta, Carter received 
a tumultuous, emotional welcome from a 
crowd that included most of the town’s 
683 residents. 
Beaming his now-famous smile, Carter 
told the crowd, “ I told you I didn’t intend 
to lose 
But when he tried to continue speaking, 
his voice choked, he turned his head and 
then embraced his wife, Rosalynn, who 
was sobbing 
“ It was a long night,” he said when he 
regained 
his 
composure. 
‘‘But 
I 
guarantee you, it's going to be worth it to 
all of us.” 
The latest returns showed Carter car­ 
rying 22 states and the District of Colum­ 


bia with 272 electoral votes. Ford had 25 
states with 231 electoral votes. 
The popular vote totals from 96 per 
cent of the nation’s precincts gave Carter 
38,848,599 and Ford 36,980,456 


“ I pray that I can live up to your con­ 


fidence and never disappoint you," 
Carter told jubilant supporters in Atlanta 
after the results were clear, ‘i t ’s time 
for us to get together, to correct our 
mistakes, to answer difficult questions

PLAINS, GA (AP) — America’s 39th 
president-elect came home at dawn to­ 
day and the sight of his neighbors and 
this tiny town reduced him to tears 
“ I came all the way through 22 
months,” Jimmy Carter said, “ and I 
didn’t get choked up until I...” 
His voice trailed off He embraced his 
wife Rosalynn and the two of them cried 
openly as 300 of their townsfolk, gathered 
before the depot to welcome him, 
cheered and called their names 
Carter, the longest long shot political 
winner in memory, claimed his victory 
at 4 a m in Atlanta, becoming the first 
son of Dixie since Reconstruction to win 
the White House. 
Carter, the first man to unseat an in­ 
cumbent president since Franklin D. 
Roosevelt defeated Herbert Hoover in 
1932, claimed his victory at a victory 
party in Atlanta, forecasting a “ new 
spirit of unity in the nation." 
But it was in this little southwest 
Georgia town that he made his real vic­ 
tory statement. 
He climbed to the platform of the old 
railroad depot, now used as his campaign 
headquarters, and spoke to the people 
whose help and support, he said, had 
been essential to his long uphill struggle. 
“ I see the sun rising on a beautiful new 
day,” he said, “ a beautiful new spirit in 
this country, a beautiful new commit­ 
ment to the future, and I feel good about 
it. 
“ I love every one of you.” 
Carter planned to take the rest of the 
day off. He canceled all activities for 
the day, including a previously scheduled 
press conference in Plains, along with his 
running mate, Sen. Walter F. Mondale.

ST. LOUIS (AP) - Former Jackson 
County Prosecutor Joe Teasdale, given 
little chance to recapture the governor’s 
mansion for the Democrats several 
weeks 
ago, 
upended 
GOP 
Gov 
Christopher S. Bond by a 11,000-vote 
margin, stunning Missouri politicians for 
the second election in a row. 
But while Teasdale was hanging on to 
his slim lead as the last votes were tallied 
today, Republican Lt. Gov. William 
Phelps fought back from more than a 
25,000-vote deficit against Democratic 
House Speaker Richard Rabbitt to grab a 
second term by 15,000 votes. 
With less than 30 of the state’s 4,046 
voting precincts yet to report, Teasdale 
had 950,331 votes to Bond’s 938,477 votes. 
But 
Phelps, 
who 
had 
tied 
his 
re-election campaign closely to Bond’s, 


was leading Rabbitt with less than 30 
precincts still to report, 928,439 - 913,308. 
Phelps, a former state representative, 
won by only 8,900 votes in 1972 when he 
became the first republican to hold that 
office in 40 years. The elections of both 
Teasdale and Phelps set up the first in­ 
stance in three decades that the state’s 
governor and lieutenant governor have 
not been of the same party. 
Bond was to meet with newsmen late 
this morning in Jefferson City. 
The two Democratic incumbents in

Ike Skelton 


A strong showing by Ike Skelton in 
larger population areas carried the Lex­ 
ington Democrat to about a 23,000-vote 
victory over his Republican challenger, 
Independence Mayor Richard King, in 
the Fourth Congressional District con­ 
test Tuesday 
Skelton outpolled King 41,055 to 38,733 
in Eastern Jackson County and won by 
about 2,100 votes in Pettis County, 8,598 
to 6,477. 
With 478 of the 492 precincts reporting, 
the Associated Press had Skelton ahead, 
110,000 to 87,069, or 56 per cent for Skelton 
and 44 percent for King 


Unofficial returns showed that Skelton 
won 10 counties and King six. Skelton 
generally w'on by large margins in the 10 
counties he captured, while King’s edge 
in each of the six counties he claimed 
usually was a narrow one. 


In Skelton’s column were the following 
counties: 
Cass, 
Henry, 
Howard, 
(eastern) Jackson, Johnson, Lafayette, 
Pettis, St. Clair, Saline and Vernon. King 
won in the counties of Barton, Bates, 
Benton, Cooper, Hickory and Morgan. 


Statewide, Republicans gained a seat 
in 
Missouri’s 
Sixth 
Congressional 


District, while all five incumbents were 
re-elected in the 10 races. 


The GOP had hoped to pick up three 
seats but even though they failed, the vic­ 
tory by E. Thomas Coleman in the 6th 
D i s t r i c t 
gave 
the 
p a r ty 
two 
Congressional seats - and they had had 
only one since 1968 


Democrat Morgan Maxfield of Kansas 
City, once considered the strong front- 
runner in th£ 6th, ran into trouble late in

the Republicans. With less than 30 
precincts still to report, Ashcroft led 
Democratic State Rep. James Baker, 
939,758 - 899,426. 
Teasdale, who began his first 


walking campaign for the state’s top 
office at the Missouri State Fair here 
in 1971, swept Pettis County Tuesday 
night. 
The unofficial total vote in the 


county favored Teasdale over Bond, 
8,082 to 7,119. Teasdale also swept 


Sedalia, beating Bond in all but one 
of the city’s 16 precincts. The only 
precinct 
where 
Bond 
topped 


Teasdale was in the second precinct 
of the Fourth Ward, where the 
governor received 388 votes to 
Teasdale’s309. 
The total vote count in the city was 


4,914 to 3,870 in favor of Teasdale. 
Teasdale also carried Pettis Coun­ 
ty in his unsuccessful Democratic 
primary bid in 1972 and in his suc­ 
cessful repeat primary effort this 
August against State Sen. William 
Cason. 


Teasdale, as victor in the governor’s 


race, will also appoint a successor to 
Democratic Auditor George Lehr, who is 
resigning with two years left in his term 
because of personal reasons. Lehr had

Carter appeared confident of victory 
from the moment he cast his own vote in 
Plains Tuesday morning. 


Flying from his home at Plains, Ga., to 


Atlanta to wait out the election, Carter, 
in high spirits and good humor, appeared 
so confident of victory that he chatted 
with reporters about his plans for the 
transition period after the election. 
He said he had already perused about 
75 names for Cabinet and other top-level 
posts and that, after a week of relaxa­ 
tion, he would open a Washington office 
and spend three or four days a week 
there. 
“ The logistics of trying to do it out of 


Plains,” he said, “ are just too great.” 
He also said he was not surprised at the 


voter turnout, that the crowds he drew in 
the campaign's final days and weeks told 
him the pollsters predicting a close elec­ 
tion were wrong. 
“ The polls took a dive,” he said. 


"Pollsters don’t like to go out on a limb. 
The safest strategy is to say it’s too close 
to call.” 
He said both the press and his op­ 
ponents 
had 
underestimated 
his

The sixty-two indecisive persons in The 
Democrat-Capital’s straw poll two weeks 
ago apparently held victory in the 
balance locally between Jimmy Carter 
and President Gerald R. Ford

The local count, 
7,344 for Ford and 7,892 for Carter, 
reflected national and state figures fairly 
well, with state returns giving Carter a 51 
per cent edge with 97 per cent of the 
state’s precincts reporting. 
The straw poll, conducted the week 
before the candidates’ final debate, 
found Ford the winner by a 12-vote 
margin. The key to the poll, however, 
were the persons who had not yet made 
up their minds. The 62 last-minute 
deciders constituted a larger majority

The lone bright spot for Pettis County 
Republicans in Tuesday’s election saw 
Donald 
Barnes 
unseat 
incumbent 
Democrat Frank E. Meyer by over 2,000 
votes of the 21,000 cast for judge of the 
18th Judicial Circuit. 
Other law enforcement-related races 
in

saw

newcomer Mark Kempton elected pro­ 
secuting 
attorney 
over 
Kenneth 
Romines, a Republican, while Sheriff 
Emmett Fairfax, a Democrat, won re- 
election to his fifth consecutive four-year 
term in that office 
Meyer was seeking his second term, 
having been elected in 1970 after he 
replaced Judge Frank Hayes on the 
ballot. Hayes died between the primary 
and general election. 


Pettis 
County 
residents 
favored 


Barnes hy 1,766 votes (8,330-6,564) while 


Cooper County gave him the nod by 573 
votes (3,527-2,954). 
Kempton, who defeated Prosecuting 
Attorney Gary Fleming in the August 
while running on an anti- plea bargaining 
platform, garnered 1,612 votes (8,255) 
more than Romines (6,643). 
Kempton’s victory gives him a two- 
year term 
of office. 
The 
Missouri 
Supreme Court ruled May 25 that Pettis, 
St. Francis and Platte Counties would 
elect their prosecuting attorneys again 
this year to a two-year term. 
Prosecutors in second class counties 
serve four-year terms, while the same of­ 
ficials in third class counties are elected 
every two years. The high court ruled 
that at the time of the last election the 
prosecutors w-ere running for two-year 
terms and therefore should only serve 
two-year terms. 


The court also ruled that this year’s 
elections in those three counties will be 
for two-year terms. Then, in 1978, all 
three will elect their prosecutors for 
four-year terms. 
Incumbent 
F a i r f a x 
defeated 
Republican challenger John E. “ Bud” 
Brown, a local businessman, by 3,765 
votes (9,457-5,692). 
Fairfax won in 32 of the county’s 34 
precincts and townships and in absentee 
balloting The only precincts won by 
Brown were Houstonia Township, where 
he barely edged Fairfax 126 to 125, and 
Dresden Township, where he received 
144 votes to Fairfax’s 105. Brown also

D EA R P E G G Y — I am afraid if you only treat the top of 
the carpet, this is only going to be a stop gap There must 
be something causing this dampness that should be 
remedied. It sounds like a construction problem that you 
should discuss with the builder of the house. You may 
have to remove the carpet to find the real trouble, and 
then start to correct it If the builder is not available talk 
to the former owner of the house and see if they were 
plagued by the same trouble 
A de-humidifier should help keep the dampness out 
A F T E R you have solved the big problem If there is no 
necessity for doing something to the floor itself, you will 
certainly have to dry out the air. You could turn the fur­ 
nace on until all is dry Keep the basement windows open 
on dry, sunny, breezy days. However, no matter what you 
do on the surface there is always going to be a nagging 
doubt as to what is going on underneath that carpet, since 
the back must be damp. — PO LLY

Danforfb waif finally over 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — For the first time 
since 1946, Missouri has a Republican in 
the U.S. Senate. It took John C. Danforth 
six years, but he finally achieved that 
goal with a resounding defeat of former 
Gov Warren E. Hearnes. 
“ I’ve waited for tonight for a long, long 
time,’’ the 40-year-old attorney general 
told supporters at a Jefferson City vic­ 
tory party as he rolled up a 219,000 vote 
margin over the Democrat. “ I’ve waited 
for the last six years with great 
anticipation” 
It was the second try for Danforth, who 
lost to Sen Stuart Symington by 38,500 


votes in 1970. He becomes the first 
Republican U.S. senator since James P. 
Kern of Kansas City was elected in 1946. 
With 93 per cent of the state’s precincts 
counted early today, Danforth had 
941,176 votes or 57 per cent, to Hearnes’ 
722,843 or 43 per cent. 
From his Charleston home, Hearnes, 
53, said in a telephone interview that he 
had to run against too many people 
before he got to Danforth, and that he 
never received the support he needed 
from major Democrats—namely U.S. 
Rep James Symington, son of the retir­ 
ing senator. 


“ I win them and I lose them, and I 
think I’m able to take both of them the 
same way,” Hearnes said. He said a 
Democratic National Committee poll 
taken last week showed him receiving 
only 29 per cent of the vote. 
Hearnes added he didn’t have enough 
campaign funds to overcome the four- 
year federal investigation of his 
administration. 
You could have written Hearnes’ 
political obituary at the time of the 
Democratic U.S. Senate primary, when 
he placed a weak second to the late U.S. 
Rep. Jerry Litton, and a percentage 


point ahead of Symington. 
Hope that the Democrats could hold on­ 
to Symington’s seat faded with the death 
of Litton, who was killed in a primary 
night plane crash along with his family. 
It was up to the 60-member 
Democratic State Committee to choose 
Litton’s successor, and even though Sym­ 
ington withdrew from consideration, 
Hearnes still had to withstand a late bid 
from state Treasurer James Spainhower 
before getting the committee’s approval 
on a 38-22 vote.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Missouri voters ap­ 
proved on Tuesday a proposition barring 
utilities from passing construction costs 
on to consumers and a constitutional 
amendment authorizing a sales tax hike 
for conservation use. But rejected was a 
controversial amendment that would 
have exempted food and drugs from the 
state sales tax. 
Amended One, the conservation issue, 
was approved with a 51 per cent margin 
and Proposition One received a solid 68 
per cent backing. The sales tax amend­ 
ment was voted down, 56-44 per cent. 
The utility proposition, placed on the 
ballot through an initiative petition in a 
drive spearheaded by the Citizens for 
Lower Utility Rates, reverses earlier 
Missouri Public Service Commission 
action 
It forbids the public utilities from 
charging customers for costs relating to 
the construction of new plants until the 
plants are actually in operation. It pro­ 
vides, also, that costs currently allowed 
for construction by Union Electric Co. of 
St, Louis, Kansas City Power and Light 
Co. and St. Joseph Light & Power Co. be 
eliminated within 90 days. 


As they did across the state, Con­ 
stitutional Amendment No. 1 and 
Proposition No. 1 both passed and 
Amendment No. 2 went down to 
defeat in Sedalia and Pettis County 
Tuesday. 
Amendment No. 1, which will levy 
a one-eighth of one per cent sales tax 
to fund a 20-year conservation pro­

With 22 out of 34 precincts opting for 
four more years of “ fulltime Phelps,” as 
he is fond of calling himself, the final tal­ 
ly here was 7,776 to 7,220.

New York City and Philadelphia came 
through as they have in so many past 
elections with big Democratic majorities 
that overcame Republican votes in other 
parts of New 
York State and 
Pennsylvania 
Ford led in the returns from New York 
State until early this morning when a 
surge of Democratic votes from New 
York City gave the state to Carter by a 
margin of 150,000. 
The survey also found that Carter drew 
about 53 per cent of the Catholic vote, 
slightly below the percentage Hubert H 
Humphrey received in 1968.

Dey gets past Kehde, 
wins First Ward seat 


Former interim police chief Gary Dey, 
23 , 409 West Fourth, became what is 
believed to be the youngest city coun­ 
cilman in Sedalia history Tuesday night 
by sweeping past Republican challenger 
John Kehde 1,621 to 1,134 in a special 
First Ward race. 


Democrat Dey carried all four 
precincts, with his greatest victory 
margin coming in the second precinct 
where he outdistanced Kehde by 180 
, votes, 376-1%. The other precinct totals 
are as follows: first precinct, Dey, 308, 
and Kehde, 265; third precinct, Dey, 422, 
and Kehde, 313; and fourth precinct, 
Dey, 448, and Kehde, 319. Dey was also 
the winner in absentee balloting, secur­ 
ing a 26-vote edge, 67-41. 


A native Sedalian who graduated from 
Central Missouri State University in 
1975, Dey first became directly involved 
in local municipal affairs as the first 
director of the community’s block grant 
development program. He assumed this 
position in September, 1975. When Police 
Chief William Miller was dismissed by 
then-Mayor Jerry Jones in late 
December, 1975, Dey was named acting 
chief and served in that capacity for ap­ 
proximately one month.

At his own request, Dey was transfer­ 
red back to the block grant program 
director’s post about one month before 
Miller was reinstated, and was suc­ 
ceeded as interim chief by Kansas City 
Police Capt. James Reynolds. This 


spring, Dey left his city position to 
become sales managter at David Malmo 
Motors Ltd. 
Commenting Wednesday morning on 
his successful candidacy, Dey said two 
priorities he will emphasize as coun­ 
cilman are the special problems of the 
elderly and economic development. Dey 
said he plans to review the present pro­ 
gram whereby the city supplements the 
cost of a certain number of taxi rides for 
the elderly. 
“ 1 think this is a wonderful idea and I 
want to see if it can possibly be changed 
in a more functional way to be even more 
beneficial for our older citizens,” Dey 
said. 
Dey, who will be sworn in at the next 
council meeting Nov. 15, said he was par­ 
ticularly interested ‘‘in turning this ward 
back to the people who live in it. I want to 
serve them the best way 1 can. 1 may not 
always give them the answer they want 
because you can’t please everyone But I 
am going to do absolutely the very best I 
can.” 
With Dey’s election, the City Council 
became even more heavily Democratic, 
dividing seven to one with First Ward 
Councilman Jack Kniest the only GOP 
member.

The highly unusual action — 
believed to be a first in this state — 
was ordered after representatives of 
Republican officials alleged that ir­ 
regularities had occurred in Tues­ 
day’s election. * 
A spokesman at the Board of 
E^lections in New York City said this 
morning that trucks were being 
dispatched

machines They will be removed to a 
central location and guarded.” 
The impoundment is meant to 
safeguard the voting machines while 
a recount is conducted With 98 per 
cent of the state’s vote counted. Jim ­ 
my Carter led President Ford by 
about 250.000 votes and was running 
four percentage points ahead — 52 to 
48 That lead was considered far 
more than could possibly be needed 
to survive any changes in the state’s 
vote total as a result of a recount 
However, there was confusion 
over the status of absentee ballots in 
the state 
A spokesman for the state Board 
of Elections estimated that 400,000 
absentee ballots had been mailed by 
local boards. Under state law, any 
ballot received by 9 p.m Tuesday — 
the hour the polls closed — was 
counted Tuesday and is included in 
the current total 
However, there was no way to im­ 
mediately determine how 
many 
absentee ballots were counted and 
how many remained uncounted Any 
absentee ballot received in New 
York State after 9 p m Tuesday is 
being held by local election boards 
pending a court test over their 
legitimacy They will not be counted 
until the court decision is made. 
The New York Police Department 
said officers were assigned to guard 
some voting locations at 8 a m and

In two of the four townships, voters 
opted for Brecht Washington registered 
116 votes for Brecht while giving 94 votes 
to his opponent Lake Creek gave Brecht 
a 16-vote margin with 97 votes for the 
Republican and 81 for his opponent The 
vote in Green Ridge was a narrow 188 to 
186 in favor of Dunning. Only Flat Creek 
registered a sizeable majority for the 
Democrat with a vote of 235 to 173, 
Dunning, 51, defeated the incumbent

is linked

in which he is strapped. His 
body is gaunt and spastic. His 
face is hollow and somber. But 
th^re is an apparent sensitivi­ 
ty to Rob Mudd that cries out 
for release. 
He is a 20-year-old in a crip­ 
pled body who is still in the 
throes of reconciling himself 
to the fact that he will never 
w'alk again, never even stand 
up;— that he will be dependent 
on others for his physical care 
and needs as long as he lives 
It’s heartbreaking. And, for 
Rob Mudd, the memory of that 
Oct. 
26 
afternoon 
is 
still 
traumatic. He was a 15-year- 
old kid then, out for high 
school football because it was 
thè thing to do. 
"’I remember there was a 
big drug scene at Lincoln High 
School," 
says his 
mother, 
Carol, "so I didn’t mind him 
going out for football because 
I felt it would keep him oc­ 
cupied” 
Rob was a sophomore, and 
the coaching system then was 
to let the kids act as cannon 
fodder for the varsity seniors 
in .practice scrimmages. Rob 
weighed 150 pounds and was 
lined up at walkaway defen­ 
sive end (comparable to a 
linebacker) on the left side. 
The scrimmage play was run 
his way. Rob ducked his head 
and stuck it in the path of the 
ball carrier, as he was taught 
— "‘face to the numbers," they 
call it in football lexicon.

His w ife, Carol, is dark-haired 
and pleasant.

Their first born was Robert 
Mudd Jr., called Rob, dark- 


papers. A special contraption 
is fitted to his hand, enabling 
him to strike one key at a time 
on an electric typewriter - 
laborious work But he has a 
fine 3.2 average in his courses.

thin, brooding face. He is a 
fifth generation Californian. 
Anne Marie, his sister, is a 
year younger. They are the on­ 
ly children. 
Bob and Carol bought their 
home, a typical California 
ranch-style house, 17 years 
ago. It was the first one built 
on Stanton Way, set in the 
comfortable enclave called 
Lincoln 
Village, 
which 
is 
located on the north side of 
Stockton, close to the city line. 
Farms spread unbroken there 
just a couple of decades ago. 
Now there are frees and heâT- 
ly clipped shrubs and watered 
green 
lawns. 
It’s

neighborhood, and the high 
school is just a few blocks 
away. 


There is a "For Sale" sign 
on the Mudds’ front lawn 
They are moving, just as soon 
as their house sells, to a home 
they have had built in the 
Quail Lakes district a little to 
the south. They really hate to 
part with their home, but they 
feel the need for a house more 
related to the special needs of 
Rob, who right now can’t 
wheel himself outside. 


His life is wheel chairs and • 
catheters, urinary tract infec­ 
tions and fear of bed sores, a 
mother cranking a hydraulic 
device to lift him out of bed 
and swing him into a wheel 
chair, 25 days of hospitaliza­ 
tion 
each 
year, 
physical 
therapy, diaphragmatic cor­ 
sets and breathing difficulty, 
phantom pains and depres­ 
sion. 


The care of Rob Mudd is 
costly. His father’s insurance 
coverage has accounted for 
some of the expense.

Sometimes there are also 
uncontrollable spasms in his 
lower limbs which almost 
throw him out of his chair.

NEW Y O R K - When the Commission on Federal Paper­ 
work held hearings in here recently, one witness arrived 
trailing a 4 5-foot-long string of forms. These represented a 
year’s paperwork on one child in the program for aid to 
dependent fam ilies. 
In a year when Am ericans have been showing, with every 
ballot they cast, how fed up they are with red tape, the cost 
and the interfering ways of the federal bureaucracy, filling 
out government forms is probably the chore that brings all 
these irritations to a head 
Am ericans spend some 138 m illion hours a year filling in 
forms from the federal government alone - in addition to tax 
returns. This is only about an hour for each adult, but the 


m isery is not shared out equally. 
Many form s overlap. The Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and welfare takes the prize with 818 different forms; the 
Department of Agriculture comes a close second with 699. 
The chairm an of E li L illy , a leading pharm aceutical firm , 
has told the commission that his company fills out 27,000 
forms or reports every year at a cost of $5 million. The 
research to back them up costs $10 m illion a year. A single 
application for permission to sell a new drug for arthritis ran 


to 120,000 pages.

Japanese 
who 
moved to Hawaii, changing 
toward a U.S. type diet, have 
higher rates. Those living in 
California have even higher 
rates. In both new places, they 
turned to foods higher in 
animal fats and cholesterol, 
and 
up 
went 
their 
blood 
cholesterol. 
Volunteers have lived for 
weeks or months in metabolic 
wards of hospitals, their every 
bit of food intake controlled. 
Calories were kept stable, so 
they neither gained nor lost 
weight. Two things in their 
diet boosted blood cholesterol

c o n d i 
tions—saturated 
fats 
and 
foods

cholesterol. 
Polyunsaturated fats had a 
mild effect in lowering blood

And people living on their 
own can also reduce blood

New York Anti-Coronary Club 
and the Chicago Coronary 
Prevention Evaluation Pro­ 
gram. Both concerned hun­ 
dreds of free-living men over 
periods as long as 10 years 
The men followed advice on 
how to select and prepare 
their food to bring down blood 
cholesterol. 
Then, in the 1960’s, several 
thousand men in five cities 
took part in the National Diet- 
Heart Study, 
which 
again 
showed dramatically that diet 
changes can 
lower 
blood 
cholesterol. 
Some food manufacturers 
prepared 
items—hot 
dogs, 
liverwurst, 
bologna, 
pies, 
cakes, frozen dessert, spreads 
—containing varying amounts

levels reflected the consump­ 
tion of different fats and

A great array of studies now 


pose this warning: We likely 
eat our way into heart attacks. 
Millions of Americans do not 
have enough to eat. But the 
majority do, and they choose 
foods high in calories, fats and 
cholesterol. While there are 
armies of starving children 
around the world, the United 
States rather has more a large 
family of chubby children.

Yet it n o t o n ly may 
n ev er wo rk , bu t the eco n o mic fu el 
rep ro cessin g may n ev er be achiev ed .

Retirement day a time of 'doom'

The day when a man or 
woman is given the symbolic 
gold watch, usually at a lunch 
or dinner with speeches 
loaded with platitudes, is con­ 
sidered by many as the Day of 
Doom. 
It’s the day for retirement 
which presents a spectre of 


boredom, uselessness and a 
dismal future of feeling re­ 
jected. 
But maybe it doesn’t have to 
be that way. 
Pitney Bowes, the mailing 
systems and equipment com­ 
pany, wanted to find out how 
retirees really felt and sent a 
questionaire to 865 of their 
retirees of all classifications

Some of us already have 
been forced into mandatory 
retirement or have voluntarily 
given up the daily trips to of­ 
fice, factory or store because 
we were tired or bored doing 
the same things day after day. 
And many others face the pro-

soon 
Therefore, we may differ with 
some of the findings of this 
survey 
But I’m sure we are in 
agreement with a general 
summation of the gripes and 
problems of this large group ot 
retirees. Uppermost were pro­ 


blems of obtaining assistance 
to find work, getting into 
Senior 
Citizens’ 
homes or 
relocating if they give up their 
homes, getting someone to 
provide reliable and not too 
costly maintenance of their 
homes - and being able to

They concluded that the 
government should cut taxes 
for Senior Citizens, increase 
crime control, improve the 
Social Security and Medicare
